90% Rent Gouge in 
Defense Areas Bared

(Daily Worker Washington Bureau) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Rents in 
some defense areas have soared as 
high as 90 per cent, a WPA sur- 
vey revealed today. 

Of 115 areas investigated rents 
“increased substantially” in 114 — 
one city, Boise, Idaho, showed no 
rise. 


In Starke, Fla, rents rose 90.2 per 


ber, 1941, and Leesville, La., topped 
even that astounding rise with an 
increase of 94.9 per cent in the same 
period. 

Most of the communities surveyed 
were important defense centers, 
such as Burlington, Iowa, location 
of a huge munitions plant, where 
average rents have skyrocketed 27 
per cent since March, 1940.

Neither Farmers Nor 
Unions Will Benefit 


Cooperation between organized farmers 


and union workers is one of the keystones 
of America’s progress. Through the years 
that have passed this has been true. It is 
particularly so today amid the mighty ob- 
ligations placed upon the American people 
by the anti-Hitler war. 

The organization of farmers into trade 
unions is not, however, the agency which 
will bring about such cooperation, in a way 
which will benefit either or both of these 
groups. The Knights of Labor weakened it- 
self and prepared for its own downfall 
through bringing non-worker groups into 
its workers’ organization. ‘ 

District 50 of the United Mine Workers 
seems about to commit the samé serious 
mistake as did the Knights of Labor. This 
is the district which is chartered for chem- 
ical workers and is under the direct super- 
vision of John L. Lewis. The Jan. 15 issue 
of that district’s official organ announces 
that a United Dairy Farmers Division has 
been set up in this division of the UMW, 
and that the United Dairy Farmers organ- 
ization of Owosso, Wis., has been taken into 
the union ranks. The paper devotes con- 
siderable space to an account of this “new” 
form of organization for the farmers, and 
thus bears out the recent statement of Ora

The organization of farm laborers into 
unions is a matter of urgency, and it is be- 


ing carried out by the CIO affiliate, the

it help the farmers, whose best interests will 
be served by organizations of their own 
creation and including exclusively members 
of their own group. Instead, it is through 
the cooperation of farm organizations with 
the trade unions that the duties now de- 
volving upon the two groups will be per- 
formed, and the welfare of themselves and 
the country be advanced,

Such a tremendous advance in the battle 
for production, in the midst of the ravages 
of war, was given its initial impetus by 
Stalin’s Five Year Plans. All over the Soviet 
Republics there arose the mighty steel, iron

industries (and on an infinitely smaller scale) 
in the Donetz Basin and southern Ukraine 
under the Tzars. |

further gigantic spurt ahead were those

The Berlin dispatch was really a hint to 
the American appeasers teaching them how 
to take the heat off Nazi Germany at the 
moment when Hitler was in difficulties. 

It is as a tactic to help Hitler when he 
is in difficulties that Hearst yesterday 
clamored angrily that “the center of the 
World War is not in the Atlantic but in the 
Pacific.” 

The cry rising now in the United States 
of “let’s lick Japan first” and forget Hitler 
is a fifth column cry deliberately set going 
by the Axis in accord with a set plan. 


In fact, Hitler originally ordered Japan. 


to attack America with this main purpose of 

’ distracting America from Europe in order to 

give himself breathing space after his de- 
feats in the Soviet Union.
